Syracuse 
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Breeders Discuss Proposed A. R. Changes 


N our issue of January 19, we pre- 
J sentea a summary of the report 
which the General Welfare Commit- 
tee will make at the next annual con- 
vention of the National Association on 
thesubject of Advanced Registration. In 
presenting that summary, we suggest- 
ed that breeders give the subject their 
careful consideration and express their 
views through the columns of the 
World, so that when the delegates 
gather for the Richmond convention, 
they will be thoroughly informed not 
only upon the proposed changes but 
also as to the attitude of the, great 
body of breeders at home, relating to 
those questions. In recent issues, we 
have presented a few letters of com- 
ment on this subject and here are 
additional communications embodying 
the views of breeders from many 
sections of the country. 
We urge the breeders to read again 
the report of the General Welfare 
Committee presented in the Jantary 
19 issue and then to write the World 
giving expression to their views, 
whether in commendation or along the 
line of constructive criticism. 
MAKE MEDAL REQUIREMENTS 
HIGHER 
‘Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 
In your World ot January i9, you 
give a partial report of the Committee 


on By-Laws and A. R. Work. I have 
a great deal of respect for the men 
on that Committee, but I don't just 


see where they have simplified the 
classes or rules. To me it seems as 
though they had added a lot of new 
clauses that do not improve the pres- 
ent system very much. 

My first objection is that they class 
the 7-day record and yearly (or long- 
time) record both as tests of produc- 
tion, while I think the 7-day test no 
proof that a cow is a good producer 
A cow may test over 4 per cent in 7 
days yet normally may test below 3 
per cent. A cow with 7-day record 
meeting requirements and tests above 
3 per cent might be given a ribbon or 
a medal, when if tested for a year her 
average would be below 3 per cent. 
With regard to ribbon and medal 
classes based on production and form, 
I should like to see reported in your 


paper, the opinion of some good judges 
who have seen a great many good 
yearly producers. How many or what 
per cent of long-time record produc- 
ers that have produced over the re- 
quirements by 25 per cent or 50 pe 
cent will fail to score 75 or 85 on the 
scale of points? In my opinion there 
are very few and if I am wrong, then 
| think there is something wrong with 
the scale of points for I believe form 
and function go together. 

I would suggest that if a class for 
form were to be started that it be very 
select for Gold Medal cows. Those 
making 50 per cent above the require- 
ments in long-time test, with average 
test between 3 per cent and 5 per cent 
and scoring not less than 90 on the 
score card. Bulls with five Gold Medal 
daughters would be classed as Gold 
Medal bulls.

LEAVE SUB-DIVISION B AT 
FORTY-FIVE DAYS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Notice in your paper that the Asso- 
ciation is thinking of adding another 
class to yearly semi-official work. If 
vou have any infiuence, try and have 
them leave Sub-Division B alone. We 
have or soon will have about twenty 
heifers started in that class. The 
forty-five day period may not seem 
long enough to some but we can put 
up with that as I think, most farm- 
ers of that class care more for the 
vearrecordthan any 7-day record they 
might make. If they will give us an- 
other class—let it be for strictly 
twice-a-day milking for the  vear. 
That is what some of us wanted when 
we got Sub-Division B. 

We have heifers freshening in the 
Spring. In May and June we have no 
time for milking more than twice per 
day and we would like a class so we 
could start them on year’s work at 
once and not compete with other 
cows that have had advantage of the 
milking four times per day for forty- 
five days. The original class is the 
place for all breeders that like to milk 
and feed cows—four milkings per day. 
What the every-day farmer wants is a 
class to show what his cows are 


doing in regular twice-a-day milking. 
Most of us have to get our living 
from the milk side of the proposition 
and we have to keep the kind that 
will give milk most of the year to do 
that.

SUGGESTIONS FOR SUB-DIVISION 
B 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I enclose a copy of a_ resolution 
passed unanimously at the annual 
meeting of our county association. 
You will notice that the’ greatest 
objection to Subdivision B is because 
of the fact that cows can be milked 
three or four times per day during 
part of the test and the starting re- 
quirements are too high for cows 
milked only two times. 

Wm. Todd & Sons, of Yakima, 
Washington, and C. J. Berning, of Mt. 
Angel, Oregon, are the only ordinary 
dairymen in the Northwest who have 
made records above 1900 lbs. fat. 
Alex Todd informs me that they will 
probably do no more testing unless 
on two milkings and the enclosed 
resolution was passed upon the 
motion of C. J. Berning. 

Resolution by Marion County Hol- 
stein Breeder’s Association 
Whereas, the rules governing Sub- 
Division B, for the making of long: 
time records, permit three or four 
milkings per day during part of the 
test and, whereas, it is impractical 
for ordinary dairymen to avail them- 
selves of the advantage gained by 
milking each cow three or four times 
per day for the time allowed; and, 
whereas, the starting requirement is 
now too high for cows milked only 

twice daily; 


Therefore, be _ it Resolved, by 


Marion County Holstein Breeders’ 
Association of Jefferson, Oregon, 


That we favor having a DIVISION 
for long-time tests in which cows can 
be milked but two times each day 
throughout the test; such tests to be 
started not later than the tenth day 
after freshening; and, be it further 
Resolved, That we favor a reduction 
in both the starting requirement and 
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Advanced Registry requirement for 
this DIVISION.

ALLOW LATITUDE IN SCORING 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Relative to the report of the 
General Welfare Committee, I should 
say that its adoption will be one of 
the greatest pieces of construction 
work the Association has done. It 
seems to me, however, there must be 
some special qualifications in the use 
of the Score Card as the basis of 
judging a cow’s type. Perhaps, any 
cow which can not make the grade 
with the score card should not be 
entitled to a ribbon or medal. How- 
ever, I do see where some cows might 
score the required number of points 
on a strictly score card basis, yet 
there would be one or more features 
in her conformation which would 
make her unworthy of special award. 
I have special reference to rump and 
udder. A cow may be a very bad 
sloper, yet the rest of her conforma- 
tion may give her the required 
number of points by a strict use of 
only the score card. Again, a cow 
may have a pendulous, ill shaped 
udder and still make the grade on 
points. Even though a cow may be a 
great producer, a very’ pendulous 
udder should disqualify her because 
such udders are so very susceptible 
to injury and are very undesirable in 
the practical dairy. 

As I understand it, the purpose is 
to designate the most’ desirable 
breeding animals from the standpoint 
of proven producing ability and com- 
bining all the essential elements of 
type te the end that these animals 
may be set apart from the rest and 
that a breeder or a beginner may be 
assured that such animals. really 
represent our best efforts as breed- 
ers of Holsteins. 

Should it not be left with the judg- 
ment of the inspectors and should 
they not be authorized to disqualify 
such cows as may make the required 
score but still are so deficient in 
some essential part of their confor- 
mation as to make them undesirable 
breeding animals? In this connection, 
it would be necessary that all in- 
spectors be properly informéd as to 
what may be considered sufficient 
grounds for disqualification. 

In addition to a. “Medal of Merit” 
class for sires, we should also have 
a ‘Medal of Merit’’ class for dams on 
the basis of the awards to their 
progeny. 

The suggestion that money 
awarded for premiums at fairs might 
be used to pay for work of inspection 
is not a good one. We must not 
neglect the show ring and the help 
of the Association is needed by the 
large numbers of small _ breeders 
who are showing their Holsteins. You 
have no doubt observed that with 
the other dairy breeds there are far 
less numbers of small breeders ex- 
hibiting than is the case with Hol- 
steins. I believe the support of the 
National Association is largely re- 
sponsible for this.

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MORE AND BETTER TESTING 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I speak from the point of view of a 
supervisor of official testing. In 
going around, I see the results of the 
various methods—the two, three, and 
four milkings, the pasture fed and the 
entirely barn fed. Then I hear the re- 
sultant financial returns. And after 
all, it is that dollar we are fighting 
for. To me, the two milking and 
pasture-fed methods are only an 
excuse for the poorer records. He is 
the man who just breaks a little 
better than even—his records are 
only fair and likewise his _ prices. 
Strange as it may seem, when this 
man goes out for a bull, records is his 
cry and naturally he leaves his check 
with the business man who _ puts 
time, energy and money into getting 
all an animal has. The present cost 
of testing is too high for these poorer 
results. It is the amount over the 
cost of raising that is profit and the 
buying public wants the best. The 
best of testing methods are the only 
way to find these animals. 

There is some changes coming in 
testing but not in less daily milk- 
ings. A cow that does not reproduce 
is as good as dead. A record that 
spoils a cow will soon be considered 
worthless. The average of all daugh- 
ters of a bull is more vauable than a 
few  extra-extra. More and better 
testing should be the battle cry.

OFFICIAL TESTING AND THE 
FARMER 


We have been very much interested 
in the attempt the Holstein-Friesian 
Association has been making in re- 
classifying official testing. First, 
let me say that we view the whole 
subject of testing from the viewpoint 
of the plain dirt farmer on a one-man 
farm. That we are not alone in our 
viewpoint we know from the fact that 
within a radius of three miles of us 
there are six herds of purebred Hol- 
stein-Friesians on one-man farms. 

When we purchased our first pure- 
bred black and whites, we knew that 
owners of registered Holsteins depend- 
ed more upon the sale of surplus 
stock than upon the milk check. We 
had heard very little of yearly work at 
that time, but we knew that if we 
could manage some good seven-day 
work we would add many dollars to 
the value of our surplus stock. We 
knew this from watching cattle sold 
in the sale ring. It wasn’t theory. 
The first two heifers that freshened 
in shape we tested and did very well 
with. But we found four milkings 
plus the other milking plus the other 
work on a one-man farm a wrecker 
of nerves for the whole family. And 
by the time we had run our next 
seven-day tests and seen the drop in 
purebred cattle prices, we knew that 
seven-day work was not practical for 
us, much as it had been talked of as 
the “beginner’s” test. As for yearly 
four milking work that was simply out 
of the question—a physical impossibil- 
ity when the work-day by the most 
careful planning was at least 12 hours 
long. We knew, too, by a study of 
sale prices that the so-called farmer’s 
divisions of yearly work was a joke. 
The increased value wouldn’t pay for 
the labor. Why? Because the big 
breeders had a certain sort of stan- 
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dardized test ‘for year work. It is 
known as a 1000-lb. cow. And am- 
bitious little breeders had _ envious 
eyes on that standard. And farmer 
breeders simply didn’t know how much 
milk or fat a good cow would give in 
a year if she were milked two or forty 
times a day. But they did know that 
1000-lb. stuff was out of their line as 
a purely dairy proposition. And it is 
into their line to sell if he is to make 
the raising of registered Holsteins a 
profitable business. It would be very 
foolish to gather a group of American 
business men together and try to sell 
to them a certain proposition with 
the speaker talking Chinese. Yet, that 
is about what seven-day records and 
many other official records mean to 
the average farmer. 

When we iound ourselves with reg- 
istered cows and official testing im- 
practical and as far as we could see 
unprofitable at least now, we went 
after the by-product—the milk check. 
We set out to put that dairy on a 
paying basis if there wasn’t another 
official record there. We had to have 
shoes and coal and sugar. And we 
took the cow testing association road. 
It is the primary course in practical, 
profitable dairying for every dirt farm- 
er. It would lead to a B. A. degree 
if persisted in—and given official rec- 
ognition by the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation. Last year we milked eight 
cows twice a day and averaged 12,- 
000 lbs. milk per cow and 444 lbs. fat. 
Our tester was ex-official, careful and 
recognized as one of the most accur- 
ate in Ohio. We know what each cow 
milked, what she tested, what profit 
she made and we know it in terms any 
farmer who pretends to keep a dairy 
should know if he is going to succeed 
in the cry of cost plus profit for milk. 

This is our dirt farmer opinion of 
the value of records. The 7-day test 
is like the flapper, it is going out of 
style. The four milking yearly work 
is wonderful in a large milking estab- 
lishment. We should like to head this 
herd of good cows with a 1000-lb. bull 
from a good, straight-backed good type 
family of Holsteins. 

We can see the advantage of three 
milkings on fresh Holstein cows. Most 
farmers with cows’ milking sixty 
pounds on two milkings would know 
that three milkings should be made. 
Why not then get back of C. T. A. 
work with an opportunity for official 
recognition. Only if it’s to be three 
milkings for say four months, then 
two—stick to it, or if it’s to be 
straight two—hold to that. It’s this 
eternal shifting of standards that con- 
fuses plain dairymen. Advertise—em- 
phasize that a registered Holstein- 
Friesian cow giving 10,000 lbs. milk 
and 365 lbs. fat on two milkings is a 
profitable proposition for any farmer 
to own. Or a higher standard if the 
three-two milking is to be backed. Now 
if a man still wants to begin a yearly 
record with a 7-day test, let him go 
after the whole four milking yearly 
work. Or let him pin his pocket book 
and faith on a plain 7-day. Those 
two records can work together. But 
clear cut and away give us a farm- 
er’s division not impossible because 
of labor on a one-man farm nor im- 
practical because of expense. Give 
us a class that will sell our surplus 
stock to our neighbors because they 
will know that they will make more 
money—dollars and cents in the milk

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Economics in Dairy Feeding 


, OME grown feeds are one of the greatest weapons 
H the dairy farmer now has with which to combat 
the low prices of milk. That it is necessary to re- 

duce the cost of producing milk at this time, when there 
is a tendency to over-production and downward prices, 
admits of no argument. The farmer who is self-contained 
and who produces most of the feed necessary for a prac- 
tical maximum production per cow per year, has a dis- 
tinct advantage over the dairyman who is obliged to 
purchase a large part of his concentrates and roughage. 
In most dairy sections such a variety of crops can 
be grown that it is possible for the dairy farmer to make 
up a nutritious, palatable and balanced ration with the 
crops that he has produced himself on his own farm. A 
list of these would include alfalfa or clover, corn, soy 
beans, oats, barley and mangels. From these a ration 
is easily made that, if fed to good cows, will stimulate a 


maximum flow of milk during the whole of the lacta- 
tion period. 
Soy beans have made many friends among dairymen 


during the past few years. They are rich in protein and 
fat. Farm mills are now available which will grind either 
the beans alone or the whole plant. Some are mixing 
the whole plant meal with corn cob meal and ground 
oats or barley, or a mixture of the two, and feeding it 
with most satisfactory results. 

A crop that really holds the balance of power in the 
dairy ration is mangels. When grown with the same 
care and skill that is given to potatoes, for example, the 
results are astonishing. As a milk producer, they have 
no equal and no purchased feed or other home grown 
crop will do as much in maintaining the herd in a per- 
fect degree of health and thrift. In spite of the fact 
that mangels are extensively fed as a policy in herd de- 
velopment by practically every breeder who is making 
official records. American dairymen as a whole have 
never fully appreciated the value of this crop. 

One reason why mangels are not fully appreciated is 
because we appraise all feeds in terms of digestible dry 
matter. There was a time in the development of our 
agricultural science, when this was the only measure we 
had, and in most cases it is satisfactory. Mangels, how- 
ever, possess qualities that cannot be estimated in terms 
of pounds of digestible dry matter, and it is unfair to 
the crop and unfortunate for the welfare of the dairy 
industry that dairy leaders and writers on dairy subjects 
are so prone to attempt to measure this great milk pro- 
ducer by average composition tables. 

Dairymen whose experience has given them an ap- 
preciation of the milk producing power of mangels, know 
that this is misleading. They are willing to pay half 
the price of hay for mangels where maximum milk pro- 
duction is sought. The market value of mangels at the 


present time varies from fourteen to twenty dollars per 
ton in carload lots, yet we frequently see in the agricul- 
tural press that someone estimates their value to be four 
or five dollars a ton. 

A virgin field in animal nutrition has been opened dur- 
ing the last half dozen years. We now have an entirely 
new concept of the importance of minerals, vitamines and 
the different amino acids in rations for livestock. Much 
still remains to be done by our scientists in determining 
the value of these factors. But what is already known 
has done much to clear up some of the knotty problems 
which have bothered the thoughtful dairyman in his efforts 
to get the most out of his cows, at a minimum cost. 

Another reason why mangels have not been more ap- 
preciated is that most of the scientific data in our agri- 
cultural literature is based upon crops grown with non- 
descript seed producing very low yields. American plant 
yreeders have never given much attention to mangel 
breeding, and we have had to go to England for our. ped- 
igreed, high-yielding mangel seed. 

Some of the English plant breeders have been work- 
ing on this important root crop for heavy yields with a 
high dry matter content, for over sixty years. The re- 
sults have been outstanding. Yields of over 100 tons 
per acre have been reported, putting mangels far ahead 
in the production of digestible dry matter per acre. 

In this country, the English pedigreed seed has pro- 
duced an average yield of 33 tons per acre, or more 
actual feed of the highest quality than can be produced 
with any other crop.

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The Proposed A. R. Changes 


S THE leading feature of this issue, we present a 
A number of very interesting letters from World 

readers commenting upon the proposed changes in 
the Advanced Registry classifications as worked out by the 
General Welfare Committee. The more thought, study 
and discussion this subject can receive between now and 
the time of the Richmond convention the better, as these 
proposed changes are of interest and concern to every 
breeder. The columns of the World are open to a discus- 
sion of this subject. Constructive criticism especially is 
desired as a full expression of views from the breeders 
will be very helpful to the committee in its further con- 
sideration of this subject. A final meeting of the full 
committee will be held just preceding the annual con- 
vention at Richmond, according to a recent letter from 
Chairman J. B. Irwin. 

A fairly complete summary of the progress made by the 
committee appears in our issue of January 19. It will 
be noted that the principal features of this report, as it 
relates to the Advanced Registry Department, is first, in 
the establishment of a system for recognizing type along 
with production and second, a reclassification of records 
in the long-time divisions by number of daily milkings, 
and the elimination of the 30-day division. Under the 
proposed plan, long-time records will be classified as A, 
B, and C records, the Class A record permitting the cow 
to be milked as often as four times a day throughout the 
year, the Class B record confining the number of milk- 
ings to three daily after the first sixty days, the Class 
C. record corresponding to our present Subdivision B ex- 
cept that the period for milking more than twice a day 
is extended to sixty days. On this point, the committee 
was about evenly divided between leaving it at forty-five 
days as at present or extending it to sixty days with some 
sentiment in favor of an even longer period. It is in- 
teresting to note that the large proportion of the breeders 
who have expressed their views to us on this point seem 
to prefer that the twice-a-day milking class should be 
confined to that number of daily milkings for the entire 
lactation, or at least that the present 45-day period be 
not extended. 

fn this connection, it would seem that there are many 
cows of our breed, which, under sound dairy practice, 
would require milking more that twice a day during the 
flush of production. Just what that period is, of course, 
would vary with different cows and breeders seem to hold 
very divergent views on the subject. It will be up to the 
committee and the Richmond convention to determine 
exactly what period is best adapted to conditions as they 
exist.

It would be helpful if breeders would report their 
present practice in this regard. In the case of your best 
cows, in regular dairy practice and aside from any test 
work, do you milk them more than twice a day at any pe- 
riod of the year? If so, how long after freshening do you 
continue this practice on the average? 

The question of recognizing type with production is 
generally considered to be an important forward step and 
one holding great possibilities for the future development 
of the breed. Our correspondents quite generally recog- 
nize the fact that the success of the proposed plan will be 
dependant upon the care, skill and integrity of the inspect- 
ors who do the scoring. This is a problem of adminis- 
tration that is considererably simplified by the work that 
has been done by the Type Committee. 

Another question has been raised as to the require- 
ments for medal awards and the suggestion has been of- 
fered that the requirements should be considerably higher 
than was prosposed in the draft of the committee report 
referred to. The requirements as now provided for in the 
report of the committee are that every cow with a record 
above the requirements for admission to the Advanced 
Register is entitled to be scored and if she scores 75 or 
more, should have the score published in the Blue Book 
in connection with her record. An A. R. red ribbon is 
awarded to cows exceeding the age requirement by 25 
per cent and scoring between 75 and 85 points, an A. R. 
blue ribbon if such a cow scores over 85. Bronze and gold 
medals are awarded on similar scores if the production 
exceeds the requirements by 50 per cent or more. 

Applying this standard to last year’s Honor Lists, let 
us see how many cows and heifers would be eligible 
from a production standpoint to receive ribbons or medals. 
Eliminating the 30-day division from consideration, there 
are 784 records listed in the Honor List in the 7-day, 10 
months’ and yearly divisions. All of them, even including 
Subdivision B records, exceed the production requirements 
for ribbon awards. That is, all of them are more than 25 
per cent above the requirements for admission to the 
Advanced Registry. On the basis of medal awards, 50 
per cent above the requirements for admission all of the 
7-day records would qualify to the number of 290. Four- 
teen out of 215 ten months’ records would be debarred, 
and only one out of an equal number of the yearly records 
would fall below this requirement. In addition, four of 
the ten months’ Subdivision B records exceed the medal 
production requirements and twelve Subdivision B yearly 
records. The records of the year would add a great many 
more cows to the eligible list as in many cases the lowest 
animal listed in the Honor Lists was far above the min- 
imum of 50 per cent above age requirements. Thus, in 
the 7-day division, 50 per cent above the requirements 
means 30 lbs. butter, whereas the lowest record listed in 
the Honor Roll for the aged class was 33.4 lbs. butter, 
and in the junior two-year-old class while 15 lbs. fat is 
50 per cent above requirements, the lowest record listed 
exceeds 18 Ibs. fat. Similarly in the yearly division, we 
find that the average of all junior two-year-olds tested for 
the year is nearly nine pounds higher than the medal 
production requirements, while nearly all classes show an 
average in atl of the records reported exceeding substan- 
tially the ribbon requirement of 25 per cent above the 
requirement for admission. 

Carrying this research a little farther, if the production 
standard for the medal award should be made double the 
requirements for admission to the Advanced Register, 
the Honor Lists for last year would carry the names of 231 
animals owned by 120 breeders and the so-called big 
breeders have no monopoly on this list either. Just what 
proportion of this 231 head wou!d score high enough to 
win medals is, of course, problematical and any estimate 
would represent only the wildest sort of a guess. We 
would expect, however, that a large proportion of them 
would score over 75 points and thus be eligible for a 
bronze medal, and the gold medal winners would soon 
be too numerous to carry in your head. 

There are a number of important questions that sug: 
gest themselves from the foregoing facts. The following 
we submit for the consideration of our readers, not neces- 
sarily, as representing our views on the subject, but to 
get the feeling of the breeders themselves in relation 
to them. 

Under the proposed plan of recognizing type and pro- 
duction by the awarding of ribbons and medals, would 
greater progress come from establishing a production 
requirement of 50 per cent above requirements for admis- 
sion to Advanced Registry for ribbon winners, and 100 
per cent above such requirements for medal] winners, or 
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would greater progress result from lower requirements, 
which would include the recognition of a much greater 
number of animals? 

Should the Association attempt to score all cows that 
have been admitted to the Advanced Register or should 
it adopt a policy for the present of scoring only animals 
meeting the production requirements for ribbons or 
medals? This point would be pertinent in relation to the 
problem of securing competent inspectors for this work. 

Should the scoring of bulls that are sons of or sires 
of ribbon or medal cows be undertaken at this time, or 
should the Association proceed only a step at a time in 
this matter and study the working out of this plan in the 
scoring of Advanced Registry cows before making its 
application general? 

Under the proposed plan, the expense of making the 
inspection would be borne equally by the individual owner 
and by the Association and the estimated cost to the 
Association is from $20,000 to $25,000 for the first year. 
This is about the same amount as was formerly offered as 
prize money for production records. There would seem to 
be little question about the relative value to the industry 
of the two forms of expenditure. 

This is one of the biggest things our Association has 
ever taken up and every delegate to the Richmond con- 
vention should be thoroughly familiar not only with the 
proposition as it will be presented, but also with the 
views of their constituents. Many breeders’ clubs and 
associations are making it a subject of special discussion 
at their meetings and the idea is commended to the at- 
tention of those clubs and association that will be holding 
meetings during the next three months. In addition, we 
urge you again to make full use of the columns of the 
World in expressing your views on this most rmmpartant 
subject. Let us be sure that when the vote is taken at 
Richmond our Association will have adopted the plan best 
suited in every detail to the needs of our industry. 


The National Goes to Milwaukee 


HE announcement by the Executive Committee of the 
T National Dairy Association that the 1924 National 

Dairy Exposition will be held at Milwaukee, Wis.; 
will meet with very general approval. It is fitting recog- 
nition of the greatness of Wisconsin as a dairy state and 
will bring the show to a point convenient for large num- 
bers of people who have a direct.interest in the dairy 
industry. Incidentally it should result in a wonderful 
show of all breeds of dairy cattle, although we would 
remind those in active charge of organizing this feature 
of the show that they have their work cut out for them to 
surpass the 1923 show at Syracuse. 

The dates selected are September 27 to October 4. 
This conflicts with the last two days of the Waterloo 
Dairy Cattle Congress which ends on September 28 but 
we assume that in the interest of success of both of these 
institutions, arrangements will be made so that breeders 
can exhibit at both. 

Concerning the coming National 
General Manager Skinner writes: 

“Wisconsin will be host to the people of the in- 
dustry that has made her great and will prepare a 
week for dairying that will mark an epoch of prog- 
ress. It is the ambition of the people of Wisconsin 
to dedicate a period this fall to a thorough and com- 
plete study of the dairy industry through exhibit 
and forum, and through the bringing together of 
the dairy people of the nation, with a view of ren- 
dering a great national service for the industry.

OR our cover illustration this week, we are showing a 
F new picture of Dorothy Ormsby Piebe, the greatest 

prize winning animal of her age in our breed. This 
picture was taken at the National Dairy Show and to our 
mind is the best view of her in two-year-old form. 
Dorothy started her show ring career as a junior calf, 
being exhibited at eight important shows, including the 
National Dairy Show and the Waterloo Cattle Congress, 
taking first seven times, her only defeat being at the Na- 
tional where she went down to third place. She took one 
junior championship during the season. As a junior year- 
ling, she was unbeaten throughout the season which again 
included eight shows of big line calibre, her record being 
eight firsts, seven junior championships, two grand cham- 
pionships, and the additional honor of being chosen as 
All-American junior yearling. In 1923, showing as a two- 
vear-old, she started out with five blue ribbons and as 
many senior and grand championships but on her last 
three starts was forced down to second place, twice by the 
sensational All-American two-year-old, Madam _ Artis 
Wayne Denver, and once at the National by the Corwin 
Farms heifer, Corwin Colantha Florence Ormsby. While 
Dorothy needs no alibi on the show ring record she has 
made, it is only fair to the heifer to say that she was 
bred to freshen at the National, but owing to an injury at 
Iowa State Fair she freshened in August with a seven 
months calf. This misfortune was reflected in her appear- 
ance as she did not continue to grow and develop as she 
would normally, in fact she weighed not far above 1200 
lbs. at the National, while early in August at the Daven- 
port fair her weight was 1440 lbs. She had just started to 
round into normal condition at the time of the National. 
Her owners, Hargrove & Arnold, Norwalk, Iowa, advise 
she has made a wonderful development now since the’ Na- 
tional and they expect to take her out in full bloom as a 
three-year-old next year. The record she has recently 
completed is evidence that she has been doing something 
since the time of the National as she has made a 7-day 
record of 19.04 lbs. butter, 378.2 lbs. milk in 7 days nearly 
seven months after calving. Remember that two of those 
seven months also were spent on the show circuit. It 
would seem, therefore, that Dorothy is going to be a 
credit to the breed in every respect and a real star in the 
crown of her sire, King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe.

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THE RESULTS OF THREE YEARS 
OF CLUB WORK 


Following is an account of the suc- 
cesses of Alice and Edith Clarke, two 
Jonesville, Wisconsin girls, 12 and 11 
years of age, accomplished through 
the club movement, and told by them 
through the December number of the 
“American Sheep Breeders.” 

“We started in club work April Ist, 
1921, with Holstein dairy calves. We 
won first at our county fair and third 
at our State Fair in 1922. We joined 
again and won first at three shows 
and won the state championship cup 
for the best heifer calf, and then we 
went to the National Dairy Show at 
St. Paul and were placed third, show- 
ing our junior calf against seniors, 
with 48 in class. This year we took 
the sheep and pig project in addition 
to our Holsteins. In 1923 we showed 
two junior yearling Holstein heifers 
and one junior calf and won four 
first prizes, including the state fair. 
Our Chester White gilt won first at 
Janesville, with 32 in class, and 
fourth at the state fair. 

“We purchased five Southdown 
ewes at the University of Wisconsin 
—two purebreds and three grades for 
$103. They were bred to the Inter- 
national Champion ram of 1921. We 
raised seven lambs. We lost one ewe 
but saved her twin lambs, which sold 
at Chicago for 27% cents per pound. 
We have exhibited at five fairs, in- 
cluding the state fairs, winning 10 
firsts, 11 seconds and 6 thirds on 
sheep alone. We bought three grade 
Shropshire lambs of a club member 
who was unable to show further, and 
fed and fitte@d them for the Inter- 
national, where in addition to the 
above winnings we got the first and 
champion pen of lambs in the junior 
feeding contest, fourth place in open 


competition for grade and_ cross 
bred lamb, second on pen of three 
grade lambs, first and second carcass 
of lamb and champion carcass of the 
show, and seven breed specials and a 
beautiful silver cup given by the Chi- 
cago Live Stock Exchange, which 
makes one-third having won each 
vear the Champion Holstein silver 
cup offered by the Janesville Gazette. 

“We feed our ewes root, oats and 
hay and as soon as the lambs come 
in April we made a little creep to 
feed the lambs away from their moth- 
ers. We feed them rolled oats. They 
ate very little grain, as we were 
warned not to over-feed them during 
the hot weather. We added a little 
bran and oil meal to the oats as they 
grew and in October we added crack- 
ed corn and more oil meal, cabbage 
and hay, till we went to the Inter- 
national. Our prize money won this 
year on sheep alone amounts to $353. 

“Our stock now all paid for from 
our own money includes: 2 register- 
ed Holstein cows, 1 registered Hol- 
stein yearling, which won the state 
honors last year; 1 registered Hol- 
stein heifer calf, 2 registered gilts, 4 
Southdown ewes, two registered, 2 
Southdown ewe lambs, registered; 1 
Southdown ram, registered, 1 South- 
down wether lamb. 

“We estimate the value of our 
stock today at $700. Cash, $983. Our 
three years’ work shows a profit of 
$1683.”

type calf in our barns and her breed- 
ing is equally choice. Her dam is 
Chesney Boelyn Sweet, a 17-lb. jun- 
ior two-year-old daughter of King 
Sweet, which on yearly test (three 
milkings per day) has produced 6,- 
670 lbs. milk in 115 days, an average 
of 58 lbs. per day. The sire of this 
calf is King Yankee Segis, a 1000-Ib. 
grandson of King Segis Pontiac Al- 
cartra, his dam being Fancher Farm 
Tirania Segis with 32 lbs. in 7 days 
and 1036 lbs. butter in a year. She 
is by King Aaggie Segis and from a 
daughter of Dutchland Colantha Sir 
Inka. Since the calf’s maternal gran- 
dam has a record of nearly 18,000 Ibs. 
milk and as the dam promises to 
make as much as a two-year-old, the 
three nearest dams of this calf will 
average 20,000 lbs. milk and about 900 
Ibs. butter. In a five-generation pedi- 
gree, this calf goes three times to 
King Segis and once to each of the 
following great sires: Homestead Jr. 
De Kol, Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad, Sir 
Ormsby Hengerveld De Kol, Pontiac 
Butter Boy, and Dutchland Colantha 
Sir Inka. 

Baird Hammond’s brother, Henry 
P. Hammond, also purchased a very 
choice individual calf. He is sired by 
a grandson of King Korndyke Sadie 
Vale, the sire’s dam being a 30-lb. 
and 1000-lb. daughter of Fairview 
Pontiac Beets Korndyke, considered 
the greatest transmitting sire in Ohio. 
The dam of this calf is a three-year- 
old heifer which produced over 13,000 
Ibs. milk during the past year on two 
milkings a day. She is sired by a 
grandson of King Segis Pontiac Al- 
cartra and her dam is a granddaugh- 
ter of King Segis Pontiac Colombo.

Then and then only 
will the purebred sale ring come back 
to its own. Here in Northern Ohio 
last week a herd of C. T. A. grades 


sold at fine profit—$180 for a three- 
year-old and the rest in proportion. 
They averaged 10,000 Ibs. milk last 


year. They didn’t beg for bids nor 
sacrifice as many good owners of reg- 
istered stuff have been forced to do.

TOO MUCH CREDIT 


In presenting the picture of College 
Elvira 465114 in the Picture Gallery 
of the January 26 issue, we gave her 
too much credit on her very excellent 
record of 1098.5 Ibs. butter as a jun- 
ior four-year-old. The statement was 
made that this was a new record for 
college-owned heifers of this age. 
Our attention is now called to the 
fact that the champion college-owned 
junior four-year-old is California Pie- 
tertje Bloom Mead, who last year 
made 1255.77 lbs. butter from 28,236.1 
Ibs. milk in a year as a junior four- 
year-old at the University of Califor- 


nia. Another misstatement appears, 
also, in the same item where the 
championship for milk production 


among college-owned cows is claimed 
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for the cow, Grace Konigen, with the 
excellent record of 29,647 lbs. milk. 
This was formerly the highest record 
in this class, but has now been sur- 
passed by the Idaho College four- 
year-old, Idaho Segis Lily, whose 
record of 30,015 lbs. milk, 1191 Ibs. 
butter was recently reported. The 
record of Countess Chloe, the 1000- 
lb. fat producer recently reported for 
Massachusetts State Agricultural Col- 
lege, puts Grace Konigen down to 
third place for milk production among 
college-owned cows, while College 
Elvira, we believe, stands second for 
butter production under this classi- 
fication. In proportion to the number 
of animals owned by state colleges, 
the records they have completed 
make an extremely creditable show- 
ing, and we wish to compliment all of 
the institutions concerned.

NEAR SAN FRANCISCO 
Announcement was made _ from 
Washington, February 23 that the 
Department of Agriculture had that 
day declared a quarantine on account 
of the Foot and Mouth disease in Ala- 
meda, Contra Costa and Solano Coun- 
ties, California. Six herds, involving 
663 cattle and 200 hogs are infected, 
these for the most part being located 
in Alameda County. There is no 
present expectation of extending the 

quarantine beyond these counties. 

In view of this outbreak, the Domin- 
ion Department of Agriculture on Feb- 
Truary 23 placed an embargo against 
shipment of cattle from United States 
into Canada.

SP TE MAR RRTS He 
DON J. WOOD 


Don J. Wood, one of the pioneer 
breeders of New York State, died re- 
cently at his home in West Winfield, 
N. Y. Although in poor health for 
some time, he did not consult a phy- 
sician until a few months before his 
death. He is survived by his wife, 
one son, and one daughter, and by 
a host of friends in the Holstein in- 
dustry and elsewhere. 


Mr. Wood at the time of his death 
had been in the Holstein business 
longer than any other breeder who 
is still in that business, with the ex- 
ception of Gerritt S. Miller of Peter- 
boro, and of his own neighbor, A. W. 
Brown, who started about the same 
time. It was all of 50 years ago that 
the fathers of Don J. Wood and A. W. 
Brown went into the Holstein busi- 
ness on farms in West Winfield, and 
the two sons were both later taken 
into partnership with their fathers. 
shortly thereafter. Mr. Wood joined 
the National Association in 1885 and 
was also a member of the New York 
Holstein-Friesian Association and the 
Otsego County Holstein club. 

In developing his Holstein herd, 
Don J. Wood used such sires as Aag- 
gie Cornucopia Johanna Lad, Paul 
Beets De Kol, Korndyke Queen De 
Kol’s Prince, and others. In his herd 
were bred Winnie Korndyke Cornu- 
copia De Kol, one of the first cows to 
milk over 31,000 lbs. in a year; Lunde 
Korndyke, the first cow to average 
over 100 lbs. milk a day for 100 days. 
Of later years, Mr. Wood had been 
engaged in a strenuous effort to free 
his herd from tuberculosis and has 
been successful in this effort as 
proven by the last few federal tests 
in his herd. 


Mr. Wood’s son having extensive 
business interests in Boston and 
hence not being in a position to carry 
on the breeding operations of his 
father, the Don J. Wood herd is to be 
dispersed at the farm, March 6th. The 
farm of 192 acres which has been 
owned by the Wood family for the 
last 80 years, is to be sold at the 
same time. This is one of the best 
equipped farms in the State, with 
tractors, milking machines, and a full 
line of farm equipment and splendid 
buildings in excellent repair, with 
running water in both house’ and 
barn. 

The present Holstein herd consists 
entirely of young animals, only one 
cow in the herd being as old as five 
vears.

The meeting was held in the Sub-Ball room of the 
Stacy-Trent Hotel. It opened with G. D. Brill, president, 
presiding and about 250 representative breeders pres- 
ent.

stration of confidence and appreciation for the work that” 


has been accomplished through organized effort. 

A busy business session consumed the larger part of 
the forenoon. The treasurer’s report was read and ap- 
proved. The report of Field Secretary W. W. Wetmore, 
was submitted and approved. M. H. Keeney, chairman, 
State Show Herd Committee, reported activities at County 
Fairs, Trenton Fairs, as well as Eastern States Exposition 
and the National Dairy Show, where the State Association 
has a herd winning third place in each competition. Chas. 
Howell Cook, chairman committee on advertising Holstein 
milk, who was appointed at last year’s meeting after a 
talk by Mr. Crissey, reported concerning his activities. 
Mr. Cook has extensive business interests but he un- 
selfishly gave freely of his time, by going to Chicago and 
discussing the matter with Fred A. Koenig, director of 
extension for the National Association. He followed 
this up by personal talks with members of the National 
Board of Directors at Syracuse and later made a trip West 
to visit Mr. Fred Pabst, Oconomowoc, Wisconsin. At 
this point Mr. Cook presented the meeting with some 
Pabst Holstein cheese and told how the great $12,000,000 
beer plant has been turned into a cheese factory. 


Recording Secretary P. P. VanNuys jreported con- 
cerning the action taken recently by the executive com- 
mittee of the New Jersey Association, following their 
meeting at which Mr. Koenig was present and discussed 
the milk marketing plan. 

A discussion arose concerning a drive for new mem- 
bers and Mr. Wetmore stated briefly some plans he had 
in mind. 

The following officers were unanimously elected: Gg. 
D. Brill, president; H. A. Davidson, vice-president; T. Hq. 
Mettler, Treasurer; P. P. VanNuys, Secretary. 

Following lunch, Mr. Wetmore outlined the purebred 
campaign which is being started in several counties of the 
state and introduced Prof. H. A. Baker, director of Agricul- 
tural Extension in New Jersey, and a resolution for the 
campaign was unanimously passed. 

Mr. Wetmore spoke concerning the “white nectar” plan 
and introduced by Mr. W. B. Barney, representing the Na- 
tional Association. 


From this point on the meeting centered upon the 
marketing of Holstein milk and with each step more 
breeders professed confidence and enthusiasm for the 
plan such as outlined by Mr. Koenig on the occasion of 
his visit to the executive committee. 


Other speakers during the afternoon were Dr. Cassius 
Way of New York, A. N. Crissey, representing the Na- 
tional Association, and Dr. I. Potts of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. In speaking on the ‘“Market- 
ing of Milk” Dr. Potts commented highly the National 
plan to advertise and market Holstein milk and stated 
that he had desired the National Dairy Council to work 
along those lines when they began. He felt that ours 
is probably the most forward step that has been taken in 
the marketing of milk and if carried out should mean 
much to the industry.

Membership 


Twenty-two members were added to the membership list 
during the past year. The three-year membership plan, 
which we organized on at the rate of $1.00 per head for 
purebreds and 25c for grades, is completed and the execu- 
tive committee has changed the membership dues. They 
have adopted a plan which will combine the county and 
state associations. This is briefly a flat rate of $10.00 for 
a man owning under 20 cows and $15.00 for a man owning 
over 20 cows; $2.50 of which goes to the local association; 
50c for the subscription to the Black and White Bugle, 
and the remainder to the state association; thus we com- 
bine the state and local associations. A man joining 
either automatically becomes a member of the other. 


Sales 


Perhaps the most important work that the association 
accomplished during the past twelve months was the 
promotion of several good clean sales. The association 
assisted at the following sales: Will Moore’s. sale at 
Woodstown, N. J.; Belle Mead Bull Association Sale at 
Belle Mead, N. J.; Eastern State Breeders’ Sale at West- 
chester, Pa.; A. H. Bullard dispersal sale at Pitman, and 
the Craftsman dispersal sale at Morris Plains, N. J. The 
association held a purebred bull sale at Newton, N. J., on 
the farm of Col. W. F. Whittemore which proved very satis- 
factory and much favorable comment was passed. This 
sale opened a future for such sales. 

The association managed and ran two state sales, one 
on August 22 at S. S. Hasting’s farm which proved a great 
success with a $240 average. 

The last sale was held at Trenton on November 20. 
There the good animals sold well; 20 averaging $270, the 
poorer animals brought the total average to $163. We 
had in this sale the complete dispersal of an entire herd. 
While the animals sold in this sale were not all of the 
type and quality that we desire, yet a dairyman who pur- 
chased animals at this sale was protected by an absolute 
guarantee. The animals proved to be as they were 
represented and the papers delivered before the consign- 
ors received their checks, thus we insured satisfaction 
from the buyers even though some of the animals were 
not the best, they were sold under a reliable guarantee, 
their health, papers and physical parts were insured. 

Regarding future state sales the Field Secretary would 
like to announce here that there is a good chance for high 
class purebred cattle, and that there are buyers in New 
Jersey who are willing to pay for such animals. In the 
future our state sales will consist of about 50 head of only 
the best enimals. In our last sale we were forced by time 
and financial conditions to conduct such a sale as took 
place on November 20. 

The association has during the past year sold $39,000 
worth of cattle; $22,750 in our two state sales and bull 
sale; $16,250 worth of cattle through private sales. 

We have had in the past a card system to conduct our 
private sales but this is not entirely satisfactory. In the 
future we will have a definite sales system through which 
our county secretaries can cooperate, and it is the opinion 
of the Field Secretary that if such a system be adopted 
we can easily triple our private sales. 

Junior Work 


The secretary realizing the proficient organization of 
calf club leaders in the various counties has not devoted 
any great amount of time to Junior Work. He attended 
three calf club tours, attended and spoke at eight calf 
club meetings and secured about 12 club calves. More de- 
mand for this work was made than the secretary had time 
to give. 

Publicity 


Attractive booths were erected at five county fairs and 
the State Fair at Trenton. A booth advertising Holstein 
and the Champion milk producing cow in New Jersey are 
on exhibition during Farmers’ Week of this year. Forty- 
two articles were sent to New Jersey papers and the dif- 
ferent Holstein breed papers. Four articles were sent to 
all New Jersey newspapers. New Jersey Holsteins for 
sale were advertised in al! leading New Jersey newspapers 
and two Holstein breed papers. 

, The secretary wrote over 3,800 letters including circu- 
lar letters pertaining to New Jersey Holstein interests. 
Eleven issues of the Black and White Bugle were edited 
and published and circulated through New Jersey, New 
York, Pennsylvania and Delaware and a few copies in 
several other states. 
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Show Herd 


Every local association in the state exhibited Cattle 
at their local shows with the exception of Mercer which 
showed at Trenton. Every calf club held a Holstein shoy ' 
at which a large group of parents were in attendance. 

Because of the intense publicity given to our show herds 
and individual cattle in the Black and White Bugle,’ we 
will not take this time to go into detail but just mention 
that we won third at the Eastern States Exposition at 
Springfield, Mass., and third prize at the National Dairy 
Show under strong competition. Our Holstein Calf Clyb 
show herd won first at the National. Much publicity and 
a wonderful lot of good was derived from this showing 
We are all agreed that in proportion to her cattle popu- 
en New Jersey made the greatest showing ever re. 
corded. 


Activities of the Field Secretary 


A detailed daily report of the activities of the Fielq 
Secretary has been given in the Black and White Bugle 
each month. We will, therefore, merely submit a brief 
summary. 

~ The Secretary has, during the past year, traveled over 
5,000 miles by railroad and over 25,000 miles by auto. He 
has attended and spoke at 53 meetings and attended 18 
conferences, two of which were held in Chicago. The séc. 
retary has written over 3,000 letters and sent 42 articles to 
New Jersey and Holstein breed papers. Four articles 
were sent to all New Jersey papers. The secretary edited 
and published 11 issues of the Black and White Bugle. 
Here it is well to say that the Black and White Bugle is 
out of debt and making about $50.00 a month. The cir. 
culation has increased until we now have a six times 
greater circulation and four times the combined circula- 
tion of all breed papers circulating in New Jersey Eastern 
Pennsylvania and Delaware. 

The Secretary has sold over $39,000 worth of cattle. 
He: has assisted with five sales and managed two state 
sales during the current year.

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Report of the Annual Meeting of the Ohio 


| Holstein Ass’n 


The fourth annual meeting of the Ohio Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association was held at the College of Agriculture, 
‘Columbus, Ohio, on Thursday, Feb. 7, 1924. The meet- 
ing was well attended by delegates from the various local 
Holstein clubs and other breeders and visitors. 

In the forenoon a business session was held at which 
time the annual reports of the treasurer and the field 
secretary were given. Mr. H. C. Barker, former presi- 
dent, was unable to be present and had sent word that he 
would like very much to be relieved of the position as 
president. In the absence of Mr. Baker, the vice-presi- 
dent, G. H. Mumaw, conducted the meeting. 

The report of the treasurer is herewith inclosed. 

The field secretary’s report is as follows: 

Ladies and gentlemen: 

The report which I wish to make covers the principal 
activities of the Ohio Holstein Association for the calen- 
der year 1923. Of necessity the report is condensed. 

1. General. Several of the activities of the Ohio Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association may well be classified under 
this heading. 

a. Annual meeting. The third annual meeting of the 


Ohio Holstein-Friesian Association was held at the Col- 
lege of Agriculture, Columbus, on Feb. 1, 1923. After the 


business session was over an interesting program was 
furnished by John M. Kelley of Baraboo, Wis., who talked 
on advertising. C. M. Long of the Extension Service of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of America and Dr. R. 
R. Graves of the U. S. Dept. of Agriculture who gave a 
_talk on principles of breeding. 

b. Special meeting. A special meeting of the Ohio 
Holstein-Friesian Association was held in the Hotel 
Cleveland on Nov. 19. The purpose of this meeting was 
to discuss the reorganization of our association. It was 
decided at that meeting to reduce the membership fees to 
fifty cents per head for purebred animals and 25 cents per 
head for grades with a minimum fee of $5.00. The three 
year plan to be again adopted and 20% of the dues to be 


refunded to County Clubs. c. Special trips. The field 
secretary made a trip to Jellico, Tenn., on Jan. 24th for 


the Holstein-Friesian Association of America for the 
purpose of assisting in the development of a dairy plan 
submitted by the Jellico Creamery Company. It is hoped 
that this will result in some business for Ohio Holstein 
wreeders. A Field Secretaries’ Conference was attended 
by the field secretary on July 26-27. The National Dairy 
Show at Syracuse Oct. 5-13 was attended by the field 
secretary. 

2. Sales. a. Public Sales. 
managed by the Association in 1923.

ers sold 25 head in the National Sale for an average 


price of $634 while the average of the entire sale was 
$611. 

Ohio breeders also consigned 19 head to the National 
Dairy Show Sale at Syracuse 9-10. 

b. Private sales. The Association receives inquiries 
for cattle and copies of these inquiries are sent direct to 
each member approximately every week. It is impossible 
to know the exact amount of business this has created but 
a conservative estimate would be approximately $50,000 
for the year 1928. 

38. Bull Associations. Many talks were given by the 
field secretary on this subject to better acquaint the 
breeders with the subject. The Medina Bull Association 
which was organized in 1922 seems to be progressing in 
a satisfactory manner. No new associations were started 
in 19238. 

4. Calf Clubs. The Association again appropriated 
$100 in prize money for the Calf Club Show at the State 
Fair. The field secretary has assisted where possible in 
the encouragement of Calf Club work. 

5. Showing Holstein Cattle. Realizing that the show- 


ing of cattle tends to breeding better type and is also good 
advertising, the Association has encouraged the showing 
of good Holsteins. 


a. County Fairs. The breeders were requested to 
make a good showing of Holstein cattle at the county 
fairs. In those counties where the Ohio Manager Plan 


has been adopted the County Show Herd Managers have 
assisted very materially in getting out a good show. In 
many cases the classifications has been changed to better 
meet the demands of the breeders. In several instances 
our Holstein breeders have been instrumental in getting 
new cattle barns at the County Fair Grounds. 

b. State Fair. In 1923 the Holstein exhibit at the 
State Fair out-numbered eve’ry breed of cattle shown. 
This is the first time in the history of the Ohio State Fair 
that Holsteins have gained this distinction. The County 
Show Herd Class, made possible by the Ohio Holstein- 
Friesian Association, is responsible for this excellent 
result. 

c. State Herd. A State Show Herd was shown at the 
National Dairy Show in Syracuse, N. Y., Oct. 5-13. While 
this herd only placed sixth we feel that Ohio Holsteins 
received some favorable advertising. It was the first 
experience our breeders ever had in showing at the Na- 
tional. 


6. Legislative. a. An effort was made to get the 
bovine tuberculosis eradication appropriation increased 
from $50,000 to $250,000. An appropriation of $150,000 


was finally granted. The federal government has matched 
this doilar for dollar which means that the cattle breeders 
in Ohio will receive $600,000 in indemnity for the two 
years, July 1, 1923 to July 1, 1925. This is one of the most 
important accomplishments of the Association for 1923. 

b. <A milk bill was presented by Rep. Green which 
would change the present law so it would not discriminate 
against the Holstein Breeder or breeders of other cattle. 
The bill passed both the House and Senate but was 
vetoed by Governor Donehey. 

c. A bill was presented by Rep. Standish to prevent 
butter substitute concerns from using dairy terms in 
their advertising. This bill passed both House and Senate 
but was also vetoed by Governor Donehey. 

7. Publicity. a. News articles sent to papers. Many 
news articles were sent to 204 local papers in Ohio and 


also several news articles were sent to farm and breed 
papers. 

b. Pictures. 500 pictures of State Fair Winners were 
sent to County Agents, Agriculture Teachers and Local 
Banks. 


e. State Fair. A Standard Fair Booth was exhibited 
at the State Fair. <A pair of the true type models was 
included in this booth. 

d. Circular letters. A circular letter was sent approx- 
imately each week to the members and the county agents. 

e. 65,548 pieces of mail were sent from our office in 
1923. 

8. Organization. W. S. Crow of Andover, Ohio, was 
employed Dec. 17th to solicit members for the Ohio Hol- 


stein-Friesian Association. He is meeting with very 
gratifying results. 
9. National Convention and Sale. Needless to say 


that the National Convention and Sale which was held in 
Cleveland June 4-8 consumed much of the field secretaries 
time the first half of 1923. It is believed, however, the 
time was well spent and that the Holstein breeders of 
Ohio have benefited both indirectly and directly.

SECRETARY WALLACE ADDRESS- 
ES NEW YORK FARMERS 
One of the features of the recent 
Farmers’ Week at New York State 
College of Agriculture, Ithaca, was 
the address of Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, Henry C. Wallace. He _ talked 
simply and frankly, stating that the 
farmers of this country still have a 
hard road ahead of them before they 
finally come to the highway of pros- 
perity. He was optimistic, however, 
that the United States will not let its 
agriculture slip backward into a state 
where the land will be occupied and 
crops grown by a peasant class in- 
stead of by a people of the highest 
type of rural civilization ever known. 
All lectures and conferences on the 
subject of marketing drew large aud- 
iences. Several speakers pointed out 
that the cooperative movement has in 
it nothing of the magical and that 
probably the aim of these marketing 
associations should not be large prof- 
its but rather savings whereby both 
producer and consumer may benefit. 
The attendance throughout the week 
was surprisingly large in view of ex- 
isting unfavorable economic condi- 
tions, between 4000 and 4500 regis- 
tration cards being turned in. This 
is one of the largest figures of at- 
tendance since these annual events 
were started back in 1908. The col- 
lege interprets. this to mean _ that 
farmers are coming to look upon 
Farmers’ Week not as a luxury, but 
as a means of getting in a short time 
practical help in farm and homeprob- 
lems, and inspiration and encourage- 

ment for the coming year.

Washington Ass’n Holds Successful Annual 


The Washington Holstein-Friesian 
Association held one of the most suc- 
cessful and instructive annual meet- 
ings ever held in the history of the 
organization at Mount Vernon, Skagit 
County, February 4 and 5. There 
were delegates from practically all of 
the Holstein counties in the state and 
there were many breeders’ from 
Skagit County who attended, some of 
whom were owners of other breeds. 

The feature of the meeting this 
year was the educational program 
making the event a two day session, 
which is a new departure but it was 
pronounced a decided success and 
voted to have the same plan followed 
next year. The breeders’ banquet in 
the evening of the first day, was 
attended by nearly 100 dairymen and 
friends. George A. Gue, of Auburn, 
the well known auctioneer, did his 
part as toastmaster and held the good 
humor of everyone until the end. 

Much credit for the success of the 
meeting was due to Pres. H. R. 
Shoultes of Adna, Lewis county and 
W. E. Meyers, western representa- 
tive of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America, for being on the job 
the day before the meeting started 
and having the town decorated with 
pictures of the black and whites. 


The meeting started in one of the 


local theaters where George 5S. 
Bukley of Carnation Stock Farms 
demonstrated the points of an ideal 
type Holstein animal by using one 
of the true type models. Following 
this was a film showing the contrast 
between a good milker and a poor 


type cow. 

The Dairy Business in Washington, 
was the subject assigned to Professor 
E. V. Ellington, head of the dairy de- 
partment of the state college at Pull- 
man. He emphasized the nutrition 
standpoint and mentioned the work of 
Dr. E. V. McCollam as being one of

the most important discoveries in the 
last decade. 

Dr. S. B. Nelson, director of the 
state college extension service spoke 
on bringing the state college to the 
dairymen. He explained how the cow 
testing associations were doing all in 
their power to help the dairymen cut 
cost corners and he told of the pure- 
bred sire campaign that is being put 
on in Snohomish county as one of the 
best means of raising the standard of 
all herds in the county. 

O. M. Plummer, manager of the 
Pacific Northwest Livestock exposi- 
tion at Portland, Oregon, spoke of the 
value of showing livestock and laid 
special emphasis on the community 
fair. He mentioned boys and girls 
club work as being one of the great 
steps in the development of agricul- 
ture. “By helping the younger genera- 
tion to learn better agriculture,” he 
said, “we will enable these’ future 
citizens to make the farm life more 
beautiful and eventually more 
prosperous.” 

George A. Gue traced the develop- 
ment of the family cow down to the 
more economical purebred = animal 
that has three or four times the pro- 
duction of Brindle or Spot that his 


grandfather owned. We have to use 
more business methods in our agri- 
culture and not try to farm without 


chart or compass, if we are going to 
make the farms pay.” 

Mr. Gue also spoke of the coming 
fight with the butter substitute 
interests and told how the dairymen 
should be foremost in the campaign 
since it meant the advance or de- 
cline of the dairy industry in the 
state whether the referendum is de- 
feated or passed at the election next 
fall. 

The business meeting was held the 
second day and the report of the 


treasurer showed that the association 
finished the year with $1236 cash 
assets and all bills paid. This is a 
contrast to last years record when 
the year 1922 was ended with a debt 
of $1000 to be paid out of this year’s 
receipts. George Bukley, the treas- 
urer was highly commended together 
with the president and secretary, for 
carrying out the work in such an 
efficient manner. 

The election of officers was the 
final order of business and resulted 
in the sanctioning of the entire list 
submitted by the nominating commit- 


tee. The new officers are H. R. 
Shoultes, Adna, president, (re- 
elected); Thos. J. Owens, Kirkland,

director for two years, L W. Pierce, Warren, O.; one di- 
rector for one year, F. O. Reynolds, Mentor, O. 

The business meeting was then adjourned and the 
board of directors had a short business session. Two 
members from the board of directors were elected to 
serve on the Executive Committee with the President, 
Secretary, and Treasurer. These two members so elected 
were: J. A. Reynolds, Cleveland and Perry L. Green, 
Hiram. 

In the afternoon a very interesting program was pre- 
sented. The new president, Clair I. Miller, presided. W. 
B. Barney of the Extension Service of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America gave a very interesting talk 
on dairy legislation. He emphasized the importance of 
getting a law on the statute books of Ohio which will 
prevent butter substitute concerns using dairy terms in 
their advertising. An attempt was made to get such a 
law passed last year but the Governor vetoed the bill 
after it had passed both House and Senate. 

S. M. Salisbury of the Ohio State University talked on 
the improvement of type and bull associations. Mr. Salis- 
bury got his message over in very forceful manner and 
apparently made an impression upon his listeners that 
will have a lasting effect. The subject of bull associa- 
tions was discussed at some length. 

The last speaker on the program was Prof. O. O. Erf 
of the Ohio State University. Prof. Erf gave a most in- 
teresting talk on feeding Holstein cows for high produc- 
tion. Most of Prof. Erf’s talk was rather technical, but 
the professor has the rare faculty of presenting a techni- 
cal subject in such an interesting fashion that he is en- 
abled to hold his audience until the end.

THE CASS FARM HERD DISPERSAL 

The dispersal of the well known Holstein herd owned by the Cass Farm 
Company, Waterloo, Iowa, February 19-20, attracted large crowds of buyers 
and resulted in satisfactory prices. Young calves sold at a serious discount 
and some rare bargains were secured by calf club buyers, promising young 
daughters of the Cass herd sires, Fayne Bessie Homestead and King Aaggie 
Hengerveld, four months old and younger bringing from $70 to $100. There 
were twenty-three young bull calves under four months of age that brought a 
price range of from $20 to $80 each. These were by the Cass sires but for the 
most part from untested dams. The females of milking age were in strong 
demand, prices from $250 and in the $300 and $400 being frequeht and up to 
$500 for two offerings. In fact, fifty-three females over two years of age made 
an average of $236, the twenty with A. R. O. records averaging $283. The top 
price of $500 was paid for the 30-lb. cow, Aaggie Milford Ormsby, a daughter 
of the herd sire, King Aaggie Hengerveld, purchased by O. L. Ward, Waco. 
Texas, and the same figure for Bessie Homestead Baby Girl, a daughter of 
Fayne Bessie Homestead from the 30-lb. cow, Lulu Baby Girl, one of the first 
prize produce of dam at the National in 1920. This young cow had a three- 
year-old record of 23.81 lbs. and is soon due to freshen. She was purchased by 
Chas. Weidler, South Bend, Indiana. Disregarding the thirty-four young calves 
under four months of age, the balance of 72 head made an average of $226 
with these youngsters included 106 head totalled $18,260. Bidders were from 
Nebraska, Missouri, Texas, Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana, and the Dakotas, as 
well as from Iowa. The herd was Federal tested and the animals sold under

Late in 1923 these two men started 
out and visited the herds where pho- 
tographs and pedigrees submitted had 
shown possibilities for the selection 
of the herd sire. In visiting a farm 
every angle was given consideration 
and the ancestors of the bull and 
their accomplishments in. transmit- 
ting and in producing and in showing 
were explored to the deepest possible 
point. Not only was the conformation 
of the ancestors and of the bull him- 
self considered in detail, but in many 
cases other animals of outstanding 
type in the herd were brought out 
and stood up against the prospect 
to determine in what degree this 
voungster fulfilled their require- 
ments.

Bonneville C. T. A. First Annual Re. 
port 
The first annual report of the 
Bonneville Cow Testing Association 
of Idaho Falls Idaho, gives every eyj. 
dence of a successful year. Twenty 
members of the association finisheq 
the year from December 1922 to No. 
vember 1923. The report shows 324 
cows tested during the year with 16 
finishing the year; seventeen cows 
were culled; eleven purebred bulls 
used by members of the association: 
twenty-four cows produced over 359 
lbs. fat. The averages maintained by 
the association for the year are 7,01 
Ibs. milk per cow, 271.4 Ibs. fat per 
cow, $58.61 average feed cost per 
cow, $53.32 average profit per cow 
above feed cost. The average profit 
per ten high cows was $101.65, while 
the ten lowest cows in the association 
averaged $5.83 each. The high cow 
for the year was a purebred Holstein 
owned by Carl E. Johnson. Florence 
of Rigby, was almost eleven years old 
when the association started and she 
finished the year high cow for both 
milk and fat with 18,129 lbs. milk, 
578.4 lbs. fat. Her product for the 
year was valued at $232.31, the cost 
of feed $129.90, leaving a net profit 
of $102.41 for the year. Florence of 
Rigby is a daughter of Oregon Pieter. 
tje De Kol and out of Florence Dela- 
phine Vriend, and has a 7-day official 
record made in nine-year-old form of 
30.79 lbs. butter, 610.5 Ibs. milk.
